The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a device for free sliding and threaded 

adjustment along a shared axis with the following components with the claimed 

limitations: 

a threaded outer surface member; a second member capable of receiving the 
first member with an adjustment element mounted upon it; said adjustment element 
capable of rotation and translation in a direction transverse the longitudinal axis of both 
first and second members; said adjustment element engages with first member with a 
threaded surface; a biasing element which extends between the adjustment element 
and second member to bias the adjustment element into engagement with the first 
member which in turn allows for rotation of the adjustment member to cause movement 
between the first and second members; and the adjustment element capable of being 
moved out of engagement with the first member against the biasing element.
